Impressive Services Held

ing the two World Wars and those 
they left behind was honored by the 
veterans and townspeople at very imi- 
pressive services on Wednesday, Nov 
ember 11th.

At about ten-thirty the veterans, 
the Ladies Auxiliary to the Canadian 
Legion and the Air Cadets Squadron 
paraded from the Legion Hall to the 
Cenotaph to martial music played by 
the Bonny-Doon Pipe Band from Leth- 
bridge. At the Cenotaph a brief Mem- 
orial Service was held with Legion 
Padre J. Golden Snow offering the in- 
vocation, Ted Wagstaff lowered the 
flag during the two minutes silence 
after which Mayor Frank R. Taylor 
laid a wreath on beha'f of the Towa 
of Raymond, commenting™~briefly on 
the sacrifice that so many made and 
the debt we owe to them, Bill Mehew, 
Bob Zobell, Va! Attwood, J. D. Hall, 
Ted Brewerton, Paul Fairbanks, Mn 
Oishi and Lyman Turner also laid 
wreaths as the pipers played lament. 
Paul Redd played “Reveille” and the 
“Last Post” during the ceremony, 
After the assembly sang “God Save 
The Queen” the parade moved off 
to the Stake House for a church ser- 
vice. 

Padre Snow was in charge of the 
service with Bishop J. O. Hicken of- 
fering the opening prayer, The choir 
led by Kay Stone with Velma Redd 
at the organ sang “Abide With Me” 
after which Rev. Howard Pentland of 
Magrath spoke on “The Power of 
Purpose” using as his text the twelfth 
verse of the 33rd Psalm -— “BTe8sea 
is the nation, whose God is the Lord 
and the people whom he hath chos- 
en for his inheritance.” ¢ 

Rev. Pentland said that we are a'l 
part of the great drama, that we are 
chacters in the story that could be 
called “The Power and Purpose”. 

“We have grown up... we have 
become bigger ... we have put on 
the clothes of manhood and, like a 
youth on his first date, we are a 
bit nervous at the knees, but we are 
spurred on toward our fuller develop- 
ment by the urge to be manlier yet.” 

This is Canada’s Hour . . ; an hour 
in which the world is watching and 
demanding that she answer the ques- 
ion — Is yours a nation that believes: 
Blessed is the nation, whose God is 
the Lord and the people whom he 
hath chosen for his inheritence”? 

In quoting Quincy Howe, a great 
historian, Rev. Pentland said, “The 
20th century has put the human race 
on trial for its life.” And he also stat- 
ed that we as members of the human 
race and as the chosen people of God 
have a huge responsibility as direct- 
ors of Gods big business. 

Again taking the words of a fam- 
ous man he quoted Albert Einstein 
as saying “If the atomic bomb is used 
in the 8rd World War, two thirds of 
human race will be destroyed.” An- 
other sci@ntist had this to say — “I 
write this to frighten you. I am a 
frightened man myself. All the scient- 
ists I know are frightened . . . fright- 
ened for their very lives.” 

“These are plain facts ... although 
tragic and dark as they may seem. 
But like candles lit in great darkness, 
there is a ray of hope, There is the 
power of purpose. That is to say 
that the power of good will triumph 
over the power of evil. 

“It is believed that love is greater 
than hatred, that kindness is stronger 
than unkindness, courtesy is the lub- 
rication of human relations. Further 
we must convince our enemies as well 
as our friends that this way of life is

real... that it is the answer to our 
problems during Canada’s Hour. 

As a further demonstration of “Pow 
er of Purpose” Rev. Pentland told the 
story of the different affect the lives 
of the first king Leopold of Belgium 
and Mr. Livingstone had on the his- 
tory of Africa. Leopold drove the nat- 
ives to produce more rubber so he 
could have more and more of the 
worldier things of life while Living- 
ston spent his Hfe in service to the 
natives. One is now revered while the 
other’s memory is scorned. Of the two 
who can doubt which life was the 
most valuable. 

“The 20th Century is on trial for 
its life’. This statement, in the final 
analysis, challenges us to make clear 
what we stand for... and how de- 
termined are we to defend our way 
of life. This is the power of purpose. . 
for our purpose .. . will invariably de- 
termine our life . . . whether it be 
plow shares or swords, whether it be 
books or bombs, whether it be guid- 
ance or guided missiles. It is your 
choice, for we are part of the nation 
whom God has chosen: 

“Blessed is that nation whose God 
is the Lord, and whose people he 
hath chosen for His inheritance. 
These words are re-echoed in John 
McCrea’s poem — 

In Flander’s Field 

In Flander’s Fie'd the poppies grow 
Between the crosses row on row 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks still bravely singing fly 
Scarce heard beneath the guus below. 
We are the dead. Short days ago 
We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow 
Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
In Planders Field. 
Take up our quarre! with the foe 
To you trom failing hands we throw 
The torch; be yours to hold it high 
If ye break faith with us who die 
We shall mot sleep, though poppies 

grow 
In Flanders Field. 

“What can we as individua!s do to 
stop the human race from destroying 
itself, and to keep trust with those 
who died for freedom Seemly very 
little I'll admit. 

“But we could start by being better 
people. We could bring a better con- 
duct to bear in our community as 
well as our personal life. We can re- 
present in our own lives our determ- 
ination to understand the real issues 
that lie behind the present hot and 
cold conflict.. To understand that 
there is more to our life than faster 
automobiles with higher wages and 
less work. That the conflict is one of 
ideas. That human dignity is ours to 
defend against those who claim dif- 
ferently. 

“But how? That is the $64 question. 
I have no pet answer but I have 
learned in handling any problem if 
I could not. lighten the total darkness 
“its better to light one cand'e then to 
just curse the dark.” 

“The world can change only insofar 
as the nations change and nations 
change only insofar as the individual 
changes ... and so we come back to 
you and me, Let us light our candles, 
from the torch which our valiant men 
last few moments of life upon earth 
and women have thrown to us in their 
be yours to hold it high.” 

The choir sang Kipling’s ‘Recession- 
al” and T. T. Mendedhall offered the 
closing prayer after which the Veter- 
ans, Ladies Auxiliary and Cadets left 
the building to form up again to march 
the colors back to the Legion Hall.

The present-day supply of electrical power to 21,386 Alberta farms has been 
made possible by the co-operation of the farmer, through his Rural 
Electrification Association; the Provinciel Treasurer, representing the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta; and privately-owned power companies. 


THE FARMER, working through his association, acts as organizer and 
arranges for equipment and for private financial assistance of government 
assistance. Since 1947, 299 Rural Electrification Associations have been 
chartered under the Co-operative Associations Act, administered by the 
Department of Industries and Labor. 
THE PROVINCIAL TREASURER, under the authorization of the Rural Elec- 
trification Revolving Fund Act, passed during the lest Alberta Legislature 
sessions, grants loans from a fund ef $10,000,000. In addition, the Provincial 
Treasurer can guarantee the borrowings of Rural Electrification Associa- 
tions, provided interest on such loans does not exceed 3!/) percent over a 
maximum of 10 years. The Alberte Government hes guaranteed borrowings 
of 192 associations for a totel of $6,406,685. The government has made 
direct loans of $3,513,000 to some 80 Rural Electrification Associations. 
THE POWER COMPANIES build and operate power lines at cost. Lines 
are built on an estimated cost basis; refunds are made when warranted 
by final cost figures. 
Your government assists Alborte farmers with rural electrification, making 
every effort to expand high line facilities all over the province. 
The availability of men and materials to build power lines is the only factor 
your government's assistance to Rural Electrification Associations.
